Paterson. N. J., March 3.—This city 
#(* recently swept by fire, is now over 
whelmed by flood. 
Three weeks age 
the greater part of its business section 
was burned out and now the quartet 
occupied by the houses of the |*oor©> 
class is Inundated. 
Hundreds of fam 
ilies have been made homeless by th« 
overflow of the Passaic river and th« 
country for miles arouud the city it 
under water. 
So far but one death has been re 
ported. 
The great peril now is that 
the Spruce street raceway may over 
flow, in which event a great loss ol 
property In the manufacturing dis 
tricts is sure to ensue. 
The raceway 
supplies jKiwer for most of the mill* 
along the water front. 
At this point 
the city authorities have placed ex 
pert engineers, who are instructed tc 
touch off u blast of dynamite which 
will open a new channel for the ini 
mense volume of water held ther« 
and by diverting it to the bed of th< 
river In a new direction the authorl 
ties hope to save a great deal of vain 
able property, in a cliff about 70 feet 
below the Spruce street bridge the 
experts have placed mines *>f dyna 
mite, which. If it is found necessary 
will be exploded. 
The fire of three weeks ago, whll«* 
causing a damage to property to the 
extent of nearly f 8,000,000, did not 
create such suffering and widespread 
desolation as the present flood. 
Th« 
district for a mile along the rivei 
front, from Spruce street

Straight street and two blocks north 
ami five blocks south of the river 
nearly half a mile in width, is cov­ 
ered with water, which in many in 
I stances reached to the second story

many attempts to reach him he finally 
j disappeared in the muddy wat«*rs. 
On Hamilton avenue near the rlvei 
th e foundations of two new building!« 
j were undermined by the floo«l and the 
j structures collapsed an«l were swept 
away In the stream.

ilies have been made hom eless by th* 
overflow of the Passaic river and the 
country for miles around the city ii 
under water.

class is Inundated. Hundreds of fam 
Hies have been made homeless by thf 
overflow ol the Passaic liver and the 
country for miles around the city la 
under wnter. 
So far but one death has been re 
ported. 
The great peril now Is that 
the Spruce street raceway may over 
flow, in which event a great 1ms of 
property in the manufacturing din 
tricts ia sure to ensue. The raceway 
supplies power for most of the mi Mi 
along the water front. 
At this point 
the city authorities have placed ex 
pert engineers, who are Instructed tc 
touch off n blast of dynamite which 
will open n new channel for the im 
menso volume of water held there 
and by diverting It to the bed of the 
river In a new direction the anthorl 
ties hope to save a great deal of valu 
able property, in a cliff about 70 feet 
below the Spruce street bridge the 
experts have placed mines of dyna 
mite, which. If it Is found necessary 
vrttl be exploded. 
The fire of three weeks ago, while 
causing a damage to property to tbi 
extent of nearly |8,000,000. did not 
create such suffering and widespread 
desolation as the present flood. 
The 
district for a mile along the rlvei 
front, from Spruce street

Straight street and two blocks north 
and five blocks south of the river 
nearly half a mile In width, Is cov 
ered with water, which in many in 
stances reached to the second story 
of the dwellings. 
Hundreds Rescued in Boat* 
In this district are situated the Hog 
era locomotive works and several silk 
mills and dye works.

ilies have been driven from their tene 
menta.

LETTERS FROM MIL FOl'LKK 


Government Employes Must Not Be 


Solicited to Contri but* to Any Po­ 


litical Party, but Are Free to Give 


as Long as ths Act Is Voluntary-—A 


Man's Position Should Not Bo a Bar 


to His Free Action. 


Washington, March 3 —The attitude 
of the civil service commission to­ 
ward the political activity of govern­ 
ment employes has been defined In let­ 
ters Commissioner Foulke has sent to 
Postmaster Mr Michael and It. Francis 
Wood, both of Philadelphia. 
In hla 
letter to Mr. Wood, the substance of 
which also is stated In the letter to the 
postmaster. Mr. Foulke says; 
"We object to certain solicitations 
for contributions, made by those In 
authority, be< mise they are In effect 
coercing the political action of em­ 
ployes; but would it not also be coerc­ 
ing tln-lr political action to tell them 
that they should not contribute and 
that they must take no (»art whatever 
In a campaign? For myself, I have In 
years past always given a modest con­ 
tribution for polite *1 purposes and 
shall not cease to do so In the future 
because 1 bold office; but 1 do not In­ 
tend to give any more or lesa on that 
account, and I do not want my ex­ 
ample to be construed as an intimation 
to any employe of this office that he ia 
to give or not to give, or that he la 
not as free to give to the Democratic 
fund as be la to the Republican fund, 
or that he may not as freely give to 
the faction opposed to me in my own 
[>arty as to the faction not opposed to 
me If he an desires. As to campaign 
contributions. It seems to me that the 
purpose of the law is to see that they 
are really voluntary and not actually 
or impliedly coerced; and as to polit­ 
ics! action and activity, It seems to me 
the purpose of the law Is that a man 
should be fre« to do what be likes In 
office as well as out of It, with tbe 
limitation that It must not Interfere 
with his official duties, nor In any 
other way bring scandal upon or Im­ 
pair the efficiency of the branch of 
the service to which he belongs. 
In 
the letter particular, any attack made 
upon that service, or upon the admin­ 
istration of which It would form a 
part, would necessarily be In deroga­ 
tion of sound discipline. We who are 
strong believers in the merit system 
should not take so extreme a view that 
It could not. be sostaJroed In principle 
and would sot be justified by public 
opinion "

Before the British association assem ­ 
bled at Aberdeen Lindsay read a paper 
on wireless telegraphy in 1850. 
This 
article Is preserved in the records of 
the British museum today. 
The real Inventor of wireless telegra­ 
phy was nu extraordinary character. 
By the canny Scotch people of his im­ 
mediate neighborhood he was regarded 
as bewitched. 
Borne said 
he 
held 
nightly communication with the devil, 
from whom he had learned all hi# 
knowledge of the black art. 
Lindsay 
was, however, only odd through his hu- 
perior knowledge, which stood out In 
such strong contrast to the common 
people around him that they could not 
but regard him as a marvel. Lindsay's 
Holltury room in Dundee was lighted 
by an electric lamp in lK’iS, and he pub­ 
licly exhibited this form of light In 
Dundee th** same year. 
Considering how fur ahead of his 
times Lindsay was, he may l>e looked 
upon as one of the most rem arkable 
natural philosophers who ever lived, 
ranking with Humboldt and Faraday. 
He woh born In 1700 at the obscure lit­ 
tle Hootch village of Carmylle and iii 
hlM early youth was taught the trade 
of weaving. 
He developed ut a very 
early age a passionate craving for 
knowledge, studying ail the books on 
natural phenomena w hleh he could get 
his hands on. 
At the age of twenty- 
two In* began to wea k his way through 
the College of BL Andrew’s. 
During 
recesses or long vaeations he labored 
at his trade of weaving, thus managing 
to pay his own expenses through col­ 
lege. 
When thirty years old, Lindsay show­ 
ed so much knowledge and had such 
clear conceptions of physics and other 
kindred sciences that he was appointed 
rn lecturer at the W att Institute, Dun­ 
dee. 
Here his classes were attended 
by large bodies of students, who came 
from far and near to hoar the ‘'strange 
creature'* hold fort ii on science, In 
those days considered almost an occult 
art. 
When Lindsay had finished his course 
an master of arts, lie first thought of 
joining the ministry. 
IL* found so 
much to Interest him, however, In nat­ 
ural science that he could pay little 
I attention to religious matters. Lindsay 
was so poor iit this time that he had 
often to go hungry. 
His clothes were 
threadbare and his shoes worn to 
shreds. 
Nevertheless lie seemed to 
have SU tile lent money to spend on clee 
lr lea J appliances aud other apparatus. 
He eared nothing fur his personal 
s Pinta rn nee, generally wearing a tall 
“top hat,*’ which was two sizes too 
large fur 1dm nod wonderfully high In 
the crown. 
IL* is said to have looked 
more Ilk** one of those fantastic Images 
carved from the r*>ot of a tree than n 
human being. 
He considered $250 a 
year an ample Income when he was 
forty-two years old, as that sum en - 
shied him to purchase from time to 
ti UM* what he needed for carrying out 
his Ideas In physics aud electricity. He 
carne*I this large sum by lecturing to 
th# convicts In Dundee prison. 
Speaking In one of these lectures In 
IKM, Lindsay prophetically said: 
“Houses and towns will In a short 
time l*» lighted by electricity Instead 
of gas and heated by it instead of 
coal, and m achinery will lie wrought 
by it instead of steam, all at a trining

I persons which work on the various 
I lines of the business. 
The dyeing is 
I largely done in these small shops. 
I More than half the population depends 
ujm)!! the silk trade. 
The Barbour Thread works and the 
locomotive works are the other two 
Important 
sources 
of 
employment. 
Only a few months ago the city was 
threatened with the loss of the Rogers 
Locomotive works when their former 
owner suddenly closed them, declaring 
j that he was rieh enough. 
The works, 
• however, were saved to the city and 
are now running to the limit, as are 
the works of the American Locomotive 
company, which ore almost as irnpor- 
j turd as the Rogers works. 
The city lies on both banks of the 
Passaic river, which at the west end 
i drops into one of the finest falls In t lie 
i country. 
Until the last few years the 
water pouring over the falls was a 
sight worth seeing, but the diversion of 
the river's waters at its head for pota­ 
ble purpose* for Newark bas dimin­ 
ished the flow. 
The city contains a 
large foreign i*orn population. 
Within 
the last few years the silk mills have 
largely filled up with men from south­ 
ern Europe. 
Of the old class there is 
a very strong mixture of Scotch and 
English. 
The city has attained much unpleas­ 
ant notoriety 
within the last few 
years. 
It was dragged into the assas­ 
sination of King Hum bert of Italy ow­ 
ing to B read having lived there. The 
notorious gang of anarchists which In­ 
fests a section of the place kept the 
eyes of the world fastened on the Silk 
City for months. 
Several other unto­ 
ward occurrences had the city’s name 
linked to them, and for years the place 
has been more prominent In the news 
of the day than cities of m any tim es Its 
size. 
In contradistinction to the unpleas­ 
ant notoriety the city recently attain­ 
ed, It had the recompense of within the 
last few years bringing out two men 
of national importance. 
One was the 
late Vice President G arret A. Hobart, 
the other ex-Attorney General and pos­ 
sible future Supreme Court Justice 
John W. Griggs. Fortunately the mon­ 
ument to i>e erected by the city to Mr, 
Hobart is still unplaced. 
Had It been 
erected it would have been in the path 
of the fire.

As far back as IS*V4 James Bowman 
Lindsay of Csnnjrtie, a tiny sea coast 
town of Beotia sd, used s wlrckw* ay*- 
tetn for sending ine®*;ige«, even |mitent­ 
ing the Invention, says tbe New York 
World. 
Lindsay bad conceived the 
Idea the year previously, lie put It 
Into successful operatIon In 1854, send 
log the first wireless message at Ports­ 
mouth. England. It wss projected 
along the wail of an aqueduct. This 
message was sent s distance of "h**» 
yards. Five years Inter Llmlsay sent 
other messages across the river Tay, 
distance of half a mile. 
Before the British association assem­ 
bled st Aberdeen Lindsay read a Y»ap*T 
on wireless telegraphy In 1 850. This 
article Is |ir«*s**rved in the records of 
the British museum today. 
The real Inventor of wireless telegra­ 
phy was an extraordinary character. 
By the canny Scotch people of his Im­ 
mediate nelghlMirhofid he was regard' d 
as bewitched. ttome said he held 
nightly communication with the devil, 
from whom be had learned all his 
knowledge of the black a rt Linds»y 
was, however, only odd through his su­ 
perior knowledge, which stood out In 
such strong contrast to the common 
people around him that they could not 
hut regard him as s marvel. Lindasy s 
solitary room In Duofi*-* was lighted 
by an electric lamp In 1*35, and he pub­ 
licly exhibited this form of tight In 
Dundee the same year. 
Considering how far ahead of bis 
times Linda* j was, be may he looked 
upon as one of the most remarkable 
natural philosophers who ever 11 veil, 
ranking with Humboldt and Faraday, 
fie was born In 1TUU at the obscure lit­ 
tle Scotch village of Carmylle and In 
bis early youth waa taught the trade 
of weaving. He developed at a very 
early age a passionate craving for 
knowledge, studying all the hooks on 
natural phenomena which be could get 
his bands on. At the age of twenty- 
two he began to work his way through 
the College of St. Andrew’s. During 
recesses or long vacations he labored 
at his trade of weaving, thus managing 
to pay his own expenses through col­ 
lege.When thirty yean old, Lindsay show 
ed so much know ledge and had such 
clear conceptions of physics and other 
kindred sciences that be was appointed 
a lecturer at the Watt institute, Dun­ 
dee. Here his classes were attended 
by large bodies of riuikmta, who came 
from far and near to hear the *’strange 
creature’* hold forth on science, in 
those days consider»*! almost an occult 
art.When Lindsay had finished bis course 
as master of arts, lie first thought of 
Joining the ministry. 
He found so 
uiucli to Interest him, however, in nat­ 
ural science that lie could pay little 
I attention to religious matters. Lindsay 
was so poor at this time that lie had 
often to go hungry. Ills clothes were 
threadbare and his shoes wont to 
shreds. 
Nevertheless he seemed to 
have sufficient money to »j»etid on elec- * 
trica I appliances and other apparatus. 
lie cared nothing for Ids personal 
appearance, generally wearing a tall 
**top hat," which was two sixes too 
large for hint and wonderfully high In 
the crown. He Is said to have looked 
more like one of ttiose fantastic Images 
carved from the root of a tree than a 
human being. Ilf considered 1250 a 
year an ample Income when be was 
forty-two years old. as that sum an- 
aided him to purchase from time to 
time what he needed for carrying out 
bis Ideas In physics and electricity. He 
earned this large sum by lecturing to 
the convicts In Dundee prison. 
Speaking In one of these lectures In 
1334, Lindsay prophetically Mid: 
“Houses and towns will In a short 
time tie lighted by electricity instead 
of gas and bastad by It Instead of 
coal, ami machinery will be wrought 
by It instead of steam, all at a trifling 
expense.** 
That was a long look ahead for a 
Scotchman hurled away In a little 
town sea roe ty large enough to find 
aisnUon on the maps. 
Besides being a scientist Lindsay was 
a great student of language#. One of 
the aims of hie Ilfs was to publish a 
dictionary of Sfty-olx languages. Tbe 
greater portion of this stupendous 
work was completed when death laid 
It» ley hand upon him In the midst of 
his labora This was In bis sixty-third 
year. In 1803. 
In a measure Lindsay was the In­ 
ventor of tbe Atlantic cable. On# of 
hla pet topic* of conversation was to 
describo In detail a project for laylag 
a wire down In the Atlantic ocean In 
order to open communication with 
America. This was In 1845, when 
Lindsay eras In hla forty-sixth year. 
The wonder to In looking over Lind- 
ray's achievements net that he accom­ 
plished so much, hat that he succeed­ 
ed In doing anything at all under Hie 
a .

The principal Industry la 
bilk making. which gives it the name 
of Silk City, says the New York Times. 
There are about forty mills of «mu 
dent size to be classed as such.

plants employing from four to twenty 
persona which work on the various 
linee of the business. The dyeing ia 
largely done In these small shops, 
llore than half the population depends 
upon the sltic trade. 
The Barbour Thread works and tbe 
locomotive works are the other two 
important sourer» of employment 
Only a few months ago tbe city wae 
threatened with the lose of the Rogers 
I/Fcomotive works when tbelr former 
owner suddenly closed them, declaring 
that lie was rich enough.

0"P, R am bn 14 Says T h at F iv e II a n ­ 
il re* Lam guwges A re Spoken. 
Dr. Frank Uarobotd, late captain of 
the Thirty second infantry, United 
Hiato volunteers, who la just home 
from the Philippines after aervlng two 
years In the campaign against the In­ 
surgents, lectured before the Tuesday 
Evening club at Webster Gravea at one 
of Its recent meetings, giving the mem­ 
bers an Interesting account of some of 
his experiences, rays the St. Louis Re­ 
public. 
The Filipino» are a people, be says, 
of many languages. No loss than QUO 
different dialects are spoken on the la­ 
to uds, and Americana have found it 
quite impossible to master their 
speech. The oAcers of the American 
army have adopted Instead a plan of 
talking English to the natives, thus 
forcing them to learn it 
Dr. Uuiubold believes only education 
will redeem tbe people of this faroff 
country and that It will take three 
generations to accomplish any great 
reform. The lecturer spoke highly of 
the Filipino woman, raying that aha 
was mure independent than men. She 
conducts tbe store while her husband 
does the housework and looks after the 
ehildren. He rays that the American 
women exercise a great Influence over 
the natives of their sex. as they try to 
Imitate io manner and drera all that 
their American slaters do. 
Tbe doctor baa a large collection of 
Filipino implements of warfare, which 
were displayed for the entertainment 
Of the member* of the club aod proved 
very Interesting.

JAMES DEWAR 
DROPS DEAD. 


His Sudden Taking Off While En 


route to Hot Springs, Ark., 


Startles Brainerd. 


BRAINERD’S OLDEST RESIDENT. 


His Name Is Conpled With Early 
Growth of the City and 


Its History. 


James. Dewar is dead. 
This bit of 
shocking information was flashed 
over the wires last night shortly after 
2 o’clock from Staples. 
The news of 
the death was received in this city 
with mingling regret and sorrow and 
many a tear was shed in silence by 
those who 
had 
known 
bim 
best 
through the thirty or more years re 
sidence in the city. 
Mr. Dewar with others started 
last night for Hot. Springs, 
Ark. 
There were in the party beside Mr. 
Dewar, Fred Farrar, Dr. Fredericks, 
C. C. Kyle, Dr. Hemstead and J. A. 
Van Dyck. They had reached Staples 
leaving Brainerd at 11:45 and start­ 
ed to prepare for the journey to the 
Twin cities. 
They had left the train 
but a short time when “ J i m , ’ as he 
is familiarly known to all who knew 
him, complained of having a bad 
headache. 
J. A VanD yck who was 
always with him told him to go to 
the*sleeper and procure a berth for 
himself and another for him. 
Mr. 
VanDyck said that he would go over 
and get some sandwiches. 
He went 
over, town to get the sandwiches 
and Mr. Dewar went jto the sleeper. 
On arriving at the sleeper he asked 
the porter for the berths and after 
selecting them and telling the porter 
to get them ready at once went and 
sat down. 
The porter in a few 
minutes came in and told Dewar that 
the berths were ready. 
Mr. Dewar 
arose but felt faint and in a few sec­ 
onds cried 
out, “ For God’s sake 
take me out of here” aud without 
warning fell head first to the ground 
anc! expired in a few minntes. 


A message was sent at once to Mr. 
Van Dyck, who had, after purchasing 
the sandwiches, gone over to call on 
M ike Cullen. 
W hen returning to 
the cor. the messager came rushing 
in and said, “ Your friend is dead.” 
M r. Van Dyck threw down his sand­ 
wiches and hurried back only to find 
that the information wastoo true. 


Arrangements were made to ship 
the remains back to Brainerd on the 
first train, and Mr. Van Dyck accom­ 
panied them to this city. 
They were 
removed to the undertaking parlors 
of Losey & Dean, where they are 
being prepared for burial. 


When morning commenced to break 
and pedestrians begun to walk the 
streets, espying the insigni of death 
on the door of Mr. D ew ar’s place of 
business they would stand aghast for 
a few minutes and would then won­ 
der. 
A premonition 
would creep 
over them that “ Jim ” Dewar was 
dead, and 
they 
would 
hasten to 
verify the 
facts. 
The entire city 
seemed to be interested, and this 
morning all the old timers wore a 
gloomy face. 
Brainerd without its 
‘•Jim ' Dewar will feel lost for a long 
time. 
He has been here for more 
than thirty years, watched its start 
and its growth, been here to share 
in the misfortunes of the city, lived 
through the hard times and knew 
nearly every person in the county. 
All knew “ Jim ” ami to know him 
was to know honesty and manliness 
in its truest form. 


The deceased was considered by 
all who ever knew him as being one 
of the most upright and square men | 
who ever lived in the city. 
It is 
generally 
customary 
to laud the 
merits of people after they are dead, 


their Christmas present, so much 
did they value his Integrity and man­ 
liness. 
It is told that Mr. Dewar 
immediately sat down aud wrote a 
curteous letter to the firm returning 
the note and stating that he would 
not consider the same paid until he 
had remitted the money, which he 
afterward did. 
This is but one illus­ 
tration of the character of the man. 
His life was filled with just such in ­ 
stances. 
The early history of Brainerd would 
not be complete without a frequent 
referrence to the name of James De­ 
war. 
He was among those who 
lived in Brainerd in her most rugged 
days and was affiliated with many 
of the organizations which goes to 
make up the history of the city. 
He 
was one of the first aldermen of the 
city and had to do with Brainerd s 
early organization. 
He was al*oone 
of the first members of the Brainerd 
fire department and helped to organ­ 
ize the department. 
A few years 
ago M r. Dewar and X . McFadden, 
also deceased, were 
elected 
life 
or honorary members of the state 
firem ens’ asssociation which was an 
honor. 
Mr. Dewar also Organized 
the first Brainerd band and up to 
the time of his death he was greatly 
interested in band organizations in 
this city. 
He was still the official 
drum major of the Brainerd band, a 
position that he has held for years. 
W hen M r. Dewar first came to the 
city he was a mere 
lad, 
coming 
here after a trying experience travel­ 
ing through the state of Minnesota 
driving stage teams and doing odd 
jobs. 
H is first business in Brainerd 
was a dealer in liquors, and after 
being successful in this line some 
years afters .•rd formed a partner­ 
ship 
with 
Hartley 
Bros., 
the 
firm being known as Hartley Bros. & 
D ew ar. 
They had a large grocery 
store and also did considerable log­ 
ging in this country. 
After leaving 
this first business M r. Dewar engaged 
in the liquor business on Sixth street, 
where he has been ever since. 
Mr. Dewar was a member of the 
Masonic, A. O. U. W., K . P. and 
Odd Fellow lodges in this city, and

Startles Brainerd. 


BRAINERD’S OLDEST RESIDENT. 


His Name Is Conpled With Early 
Growth of the City and 


Its History. 
James» Dewar is dead. This bit of 
shocking information was flashed 
over the wires last night shortly after 
2 o'clock from Staples, The news of 
the death was received in this Ctty 
with mingling regret and sorrow and 
many a tear was shed in silence by 
those who had known him best 
through the thirty or more years re 
sidence in the city. 
Mr. Dewar with others started 
last night for Hot Springs, Ark. 
There were in the party beside Mr. 
Dewar, Fred Farrar, Dr. Fredericks, 
C. C. Kyle, Dr. Hemstead and J. A. 
Van Dyck. They had reached Staples 
leaving Brainerd at 11:45 and start* 
ed to prepare for the journey to the 
Twin cities. They had left the train 
but a short time when “Jim," as he 
is familiarly known to all who knew 
him, complained of having a bad 
headache. J. A VanDyck who was 
always with him told him to go to 
I he *8166 per and procure a berth for 
himself and another for him. Mr. 
Van Dyck said that be would go over 
and get some sandwiches. He went 
over town to get U» sandwiches 
and Mr. Dewar went ip the sleeper. 
On arriving at the sleeper be asked 
the porter Tor the berths and after 
selecting them and telling the porter 
to get them ready at onoe went and 
sat* down. The porter in a few 
minutes came in and told Dewar that 
the berths were ready. Mr. Dewar 
arose but felt faint and in a few sec­ 
onds cried out, “For Clod’s sake 
take me out of here” aud without 
warning fell bead first to the ground 
a net expired in a few minntes. 
A message was sent at once to Mr. 
Van Dyck, who had, after purchasing 
the sandwiches, gone over to call on 
Mike Cullen. When returning to 
the cor. the messager came rushing 
in and said, “Your friend is dead.” 
Mr. Van Dyck threw down bis sand­ 
wiches and hurried back only to find 
that the information waxtoo true. 
Arrangements were made to ship 
the remains back to Brainsrd on the 
first train,and Mr. Van Dyck accom­ 
panied them to this city. They were 
removed to the undertaking parlors 
of Losey & Dean, where they are 
being prepared for burial. 
When morning commenced to break 
and pedestrians began to walk the 
streets, espying the insigoi of death 
on the door of Mr. Dewar’s place of 
business they would stand aghast for 
a few minutes and would then won­ 
der. A premonition would creep 
over them that “Jim” Dewar was 
dead, and they would hasten to 
verify the facts. The entire city 
seemed to be interested, and this 
morning all the old-timers wore a 
gloomy face. Brainerd without its 
“Jim’’ Dewar will feel lost for a long 
time. He has been here for more 
than thirty years, watched its start 
and its growth, been here to share 
in the misfortunes of the city, lived 
through the hard times and knew 
nearly every person in the county. 
All knew “Jim 'and to know him 
was to know honesty and manliness 
in its truest form. 
The deceased was considered by 
ail who ever knew him as being one 
of the most upright and square men 
who ever lived in the city. It is 
general! v customary to iaud the 
merits of people after they are dead, 
but in case of “Jim” Dewar he was 
always given the just praise that he 
bonestl> merited. Honest to a fault 
almost he woo the hearts of every­ 
one. The one great principle in his 
life seemed to be, “to do unto others 
as you would that they would do 
unto you,” and this principie was 
firmly fixed as a standard through­ 
out his earthly career. James Dewtr 
was a man who had met with mis­ 
fortune in one way and another but 
al ways had the mao lineas to meet his 
obligations face to face and never 
faltered. One instance is told of him 
that a Minneapolis firm with whom 
he had some dealings and to whom 
ha had become indebted wrote him at 
Christmas time ooe year and sent 
back a note held against Mr. Dewar 
for 1300, marked paid. They wrote 
Mr. Dewar a letter teliiog him that 
they woald aak him to accept that as 
r- ^ V

their Christmas present, so much 
did they value hia Integrity and man­ 
liness. * It is told that Mr. Dewar 
immediately sat down aud wrote a 
curteous letter to the firm returning 
the note and stating that he would 
not consider the same paid until he 
bad remitted the money, which he 
afterward did. This is but one illus­ 
tration of the character of the man. 
His life was filled with just such in­ 
stances. 
The early historvof Brainerd would 
not be complete without a frequent 
ref erren©» to the name of James De­ 
war. He was among those who 
lived in Brainerd In her most rugged 
days 8ml was affiliated with many 
of the organizations which figoes to 
make up the history of the city. He 
was one of the first aldermen of the 
city and had to do wi»h Rrainerd*s 
early organization. He wns also one 
of the first members of the Brainerd 
fire department and helped to organ­ 
ize the department. A few years 
ago Mr. Dewar and X. McFaddeo, 
also deceased, were elected life 
or 'honorary members of the state* 
firemens’ asssociation which was ar. 
honor. Mr. Dewar also organ zed 
the first Brainerd band and up to 
the time of his death he was greatlv 
interested in band organizations in 
this city. He was still the official 
drum major of the Brainerd hand, a 
position that be has held for years. 
When Mr. Dewar first came to the 
city he was a mere lad, coming 
here after a trying experience travel­ 
ing through the state of Minnesota 
driving stage teams and doing odd 
jobs. His first business in Brainerd 
was a dealer in liquors, and after 
being successful in this line some 
years afterward formed a partner­ 
ship with 
Hartley Bros., the 
firm being known as Hartley Bros. A 
Dewar. They had a large grocery 
store and also did considerable log­ 
ging in this country. After leaving 
this first bn si ness Mr. Dewar engaged 
in the liquor business on Sixth street, 
where he has beeo ever since. 
Mr. Dewar was a member of the 
Masonic, A. O. U. W., K. P. and 
Odd Fellow lodges in this city, and 
it Is more than likely that these

James Dewar was born in July, 
18-48, not far from Lachute, in the 
province of Quebec, so that he was 
going on his fifty-fifth year. He 
has several sisters and brothers liv­ 
ing in that vicinity and they have 
been notified. He left home when 
fifteen veers of age. His father died 
many years age and his mother’s 
death occurred seven years ago. 
Deceased was a very reticent man 
and he seldom ever confided in any 
oes. There are ooe or two in the 
city who have been told by him some­ 
thing of bis past history. 
Mr. Dewar made all preparations 
for death. He purchased a lot in 
Evergreen cemetery and stated that 
it was his wish that be be buried 
there. Yesterday afternoon and 
last evening before going away be 
was in the best of spirits, and as late 
as eleven o'clock last night laughed 
and told stories to a number of 
friends who bad gathered to bid him 
good bye. He complained some of 
a headache before he got on the train 
here, but nothing was thought of 
this.The first person to reach him after 
be fell in the sleeper was Dr Bab­ 
cock, of Wadena, who happened to 
be in the train. Death was instan­ 
taneous and apoplexy was the cause 
of the sudden ending. 
The party who were en route to 
Hot Springs were dumfouoded over 
the sudden turn of affairs. It has 
not been decided when the funeral 
will be held, as those in charge are 
waiting to bear from the dead man s 
relatives.

daunted spirit does not appear to be 
crushed by the reverses which have 
overtaken his beloved country, and 
from time to time he observes, “We 
are strong as ever we were; we can 
continue this fight right along, and will 
never admit defeat;" brave but ill con­ 
sidered expressions from the lips of 
this most remarkable old man whose 
name will undoubtedly drift down to 
the remotest posterity.

Mr. Kruger 
inhabits a small two story bouse, 
known aa Casa Cara, similar in every 
way to the residences of tbs wesltby 
Dutch merchants and of the usual 
type of country bouses In Holland. 
There are grounds surrounding the 
building, in which the deposed presi­ 
dent spends a good portion of each 
day. 
Hilversum Is a town of about 28,000 
inhabitants and is half an hour's ride 
by rail from Amsterdam. It is a fa­ 
vorite country residence of the Dutch, 
bring very healthful and quiet. Oom 
Paul rises early, according to his life­ 
long custom, takes a cup of black cof­ 
fee the first thing In the morning and 
when dressed repairs to the garden, 
where he remains as a rule until half 
past 0. 
During this time lie goes 
through bis mall, which has previous­ 
ly been classified for him by his pri­ 
vate secretary. He always takes with 
Mm on these occasions his two In­ 
separable companions, a large pipe 
and a large, old fashioned Bible with 
a large metal clasp. 
Although he knows the sacred hooks 
almost by heart, especially those of the 
Old Testament, and can always quote 
an appropriate passage from the Bible 
suitable for any given emergency, yet 
he nevertheless reads his Bible every 
day under tbe shade of a hvrge tree In 
the pleasant grounds of the villa. At 
noon precisely, for Mr. Kroger Is noth­ 
ing If not methodical, be takes a cold 
luncheon with his party, which, as a 
rule, constats of bis nephew, Mr. Eloff, 
who Is also bis private secretary, and 
Mr. von Boscboeten, ex-chief of the 
Transvaal ministry; Messrs. Back van 
Ven and Breedel, who are in attend 
ance on tbe aged ex-president. His 
faithful servitor, Ilappe, and a Belgian 
physician, Dr. Heymans, always ac­ 
company him. The latter haa forbid­ 
den him tbe use of any wlnea or liq­ 
uors, bis only drink bring mineral v a­ 
ler. After luncheon Mr, Kruger takes 
a siesta, which lasts till 4 in the after­ 
noon. lie then goes for a drive In a 
carriage bearing tbe former arms and 
escutcheon of the Transvaal and re­ 
torna to the house by 0 o'clock. 
It pleases the old man greatly to ob­ 
serve the general respect which he 
meets with from all classes of the pub­ 
lic, and even the children strike up the 
Boer national anthem, which every one 
knows In Holland, as be ¡«ases by. 
He takes supper at half past 6 and re­ 
tires Invariably at 8 p. m. Ills un­ 
daunted spirit does not appear to be 
crumbed by the reverses which have 
overtaken hit beloved country, and 
from time to time he observes. "We 
ire strong aa ever we were; we can 
continue this fight right along, and will 
never admit defeat;" brave but 111 con­ 
sidered expressions from the Ups of 
this most remarkable old man whose 
name will undoubtedly drift down to 
the remotest posterity.
